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A BLOW IS STRUCK. 


Boers Derail a Train and Fire Into It 


With Artillery, Capturing It 


Near Mafeking. 


FIRST ARMED CLASH IN TRANSVAAL, 


Cape Town, Oct. 3.—9:45 a. m.— 


A dispatch from Vryburg says that 
an armored train has been destroyed. 
It is feared that much loss of life 
will result. The news has been offi- 
cially confirmed. 


SHELLED THE WRECKAGE. 


London, Oct. 13.—The Evening 


News publishes the following dis- 
patch from Cape Town: 


"An armored train has been de- 


stroyed south of Mafeking. Fifteen 
British troops were killed. The Boers 
shelled the wreckage after the train 
was derailed.'' 


An official dispatch received at the 


colonial office says: 


"The armored train was destroyed 


near Kraipan station while on the 
way to Mafeking with guns." 


This dispatch disposes of the fear 


that many women and children were 
involved in the disaster. 


THE NEWS CONFIRMED. 


London, Oct. 13.—The war office has 


received the following dispatch from 
the general commanding the Cape 
forces: 


"Cape Town, Oct. 13.—1:40 p. m.— 


An armored train from Mafeking, 
escorting two seven-pounder guns, 
sent from here to Mafeking, was at- 
tacked last night at Kraipan. Ap- 
parently a rail had been removed. 
The train left the track and the .Boers 
fired into it with artillery for a half 
hour and captured it. 


"Telegraphic communication with 


Mafeking is interrupted at Kraipan. 
The women and children have been 
sent to Gape Town. The guns re- 
ferred to belonged to the colony. 
They are light and of old pattern. 
We have no details as to the casual- 
ties." 


ALL CAPTURED. 


Cape Town, Oct. 13.—4:05 p. m.— 


The entire crew of the armored train, 
with the exception of the engine 
driver, were made prisoners by the 
Boers. 


TO ASSAULT MAFEKING. 


London, Oct. 13.—A dispatch from 


Paris late this afternoon says: 


"The Boers, with twelve guns, are 


preparing to assault Mafeking." 


WOMEN AND CHILDREN SAFE. 


Vryburg, Oct. 13.—The train from 


Mafeking, with three hundred wom- 
en and children, passed Vryburg on 
the way to Ximberley. All on board 
were well. 


RELEGATED TO THE REAR. 


London, Oct. 13.—The Pall Mall 


Gazette publishes the following dis- 
patch from Mafeking, dated Wednes- 
day: 


"It is reported that the younger

one that had left Mafeking with 300 
women and children. 


Taken in conjunction with the ear- 


lier announcement from 
Vryburg 


that 600 Boers were holding the line 
it is only inferred that the train was 
either destroyed by artillery or blown 
up by dynamite or some other power- 
ful explosive. 


There is still a faint hope that the 


disaster befell the train not while the 
women and children were on board 
on the way to Vryburg, but while it 
was returning to Mafeking 
from 


Vryburg, with a detachment of Col- 
onel Beden-PowelPs force sent to es- 
cort refuges to Vryburg, where the 
Cape railway assumes responsibility 
lor their safety. 


WORST IS FEARED. 


The war office, however, fears the 


worst has happened. 


Apart from this destruction of the 


armored train, the most notable 
change in the position of affairs is 
the presence of the Boers at Maribo- 
gi, forty miles south of Mafeking, 
which seems to indicate that they are 
endeavoring to get Colonel Baden- 
Powell between two fires. The grav- 
ty of the Boer advance can be better 
estimated when it is realized that 
they will thereby cut railway and 
telegraphic communication 
to the 


north, isolating several British posi*. 
tions which must be speedily re- 
ieved. 


ANXIETY PREVAILS. 


Despite the

the ability of Mafeking to repel at- 
tack, the greatest anxiety prevails 
tere regarding the situation there, as 
it is known that the

With Artillery, Capturing It 


Near Mafeking. 


FIRST ARMED CLASH IN TRANSVAAL. 


Cape Town, Oct. 3.—9:45 a. m.— 


A dispatch from Vryburg says that 
an armored train has been destroyed. 
It is feared that much loss of life 
will result. The news has been offi- 
cially confirmed. 


SHELLED THE WBECKAGE. 


London, Oct. 13.—The Evening 


News publishes the following dis- 
patch from Cape Town: 


"An armored train has been de- 


stroyed south of Mafeking. Fifteen 
British troops were killed. The Boers 
shelled the wreckage after the train 
was derailed." 


An official dispatch received at the 


colonial office says: 


"The armored train was destroyed 


near Kraipan station while on the 
way to Mafeking with guns." 


This dispatch disposes of the fear 


that many women and children were 
Involved In the disaster. 


THE NEWS CONFIRMED. 


London, Oct. 13.—The war office has 


received the following dispatch from 
the general commanding the Cape 
forces: 


"Cape Town, Oct. 13.—1:40 p. m.— 


An armored train from Mafeking, 
escorting two seven-pounder guns, 
sent from here to Mafeking, was at- 
tacked last night at Kraipan. Ap- 
parently a rail had been removed. 
The train loft the track and thejioers 
fired .Into It with artillery for a half 
hour and captured it.

Mafeking, with three hundred wom- 
en and children, passed Vryburg on 
the way to Kimberlcy. All on board 
were well.
